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Hospital says sorry after 
patient told: go elsewhere

A PATIENT was wrongly told 
he could no longer attend the 
hospital which has treated him 
for almost 40 years. 

James Calvert, has been an 
Addenbrooke’s patient for 38 years, 
but when calling up to book his next 
appointment he was mistakenly told 
he could no longer be treated there 
because he lives in the West Suffolk 
primary care division. 

Mr Calvert, who suffers from 
cerebral palsy and has lived in 
Kentford for 13 years, described the 
news as “heartbreaking” and initially 
planned to write to MP Matthew 
Hancock about it, until he was told it 
had all been a mistake. 

The 54-year-old said he was 
initially told by the hospital he would 
have to travel to West Suffolk Hospital 
in Bury St Edmunds or attend 
Newmarket Hospital instead of 
Addenbrooke’s whose surgical 
appliance department has seen him 
four times a year and where he also 
has an appointment with an 
orthopaedic consultant once every 
five years. 

Addenbrooke’s yesterday apologised 
to Mr Calvert. 

A hospital spokesman said: “We

apologise for the mistake and for any 
inconvenience or distress caused. 

“We hope to see Mr Calvert soon so 
we can continue to offer him excellent 
service.” 

Mr Calvert said: “I’m relieved and 
pleased that I’m back at 
Addenbrooke’s and that I have spoken 
to someone very senior who has 
clearly said we have not moved you, 
you are clearly on our books. 

“Why couldn’t they have told me 
that in the first place?” 

He said it had been “traumatic and 
stressful” but he was “over the moon” 
to learn he could still be treated there. 

He added: “It has been a difficult 
month, put it that way.”

Doctor regrets 
wrong decision 
over depression 


A NEWMARKET 
doctor has admitted he 
was wrong not to 
section a depressed 
woman who later 
threw herself in front 
of a lorry on the Al. 

Sarah Hillingdon, of 
Glebe Way, Ely, was 
killed in the collision 
along the Al south¬ 
bound carriageway 
near Southoe at about 
8.45pm on March 27. 

An inquest in 
Huntingdon heard that 
the 49-year-old had 
been suffering from 
depression since 
January and a day 
earlier had been visited 
by a mental health 
team, paramedics and 
later Dr Nicholas 
Arthur, for a mental 
health assessment. 

Her partner Kevin 
Smith said in a 
statement: “She was 
concerned that she was 
being followed and 
people were out to get 
her. 

“On March 26, I had 
found her in an 
agitated state and was 
finding it difficult to 
calm her down. So I 
contacted the mental 
health team at 
Croylands in Ely. 

“She seemed calmer 
after they left but when 


I woke up she had left 
the house.” 

But on-call Dr Arthur 
- a GP in Newmarket 
for 27 years - said he 
regretted his decision 
not to section Sarah 
under the Mental 
Health Act. 

Dr Arthur said: “In 
hindsight my decision 
was incorrect. 

“It was obvious I did 
not deliver as good an 
insight as I could have 
done into Sarah’s 
mental health and the 
outcome could have 
been different if I had 
sectioned her.” 

Student paramedic 
Victoria Fulcher added: 
“The only thing we 
could do was to get 
Sarah sectioned so we 
rang the out-of-hours 
doctors service for 
them to carry out a 
mental health check. 

“But Dr Arthur did 
not think a sectioning 
was necessary.” 

Recording a narrative 
verdict, coroner David 
Morris said: “She took 
her own life while 
suffering from a 
sudden acute episode 
of her depressive 
illness, the immediacy 
of which had not been 
fully recognised.” 


Burglar locked up 
for raid on widow 


A TEENAGER who played 
a part in a burglary which 
has left an 89-year-old 
afraid of being at home 
alone has been sent to a 
young offenders’ instit¬ 
ution. 

Justin Phillips, 19, was 
sentenced to 28 months 
detention at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Friday after pleading 
guilty to two offences of 
burglary and asking for nine 
similar offences to be taken 
into consideration together 
with one of attempted burglary. 

The court heard the 
Mildenhall home of the deaf 
and partially blind widow had 
been raided while she was 
asleep on July 22 and among 
the items stolen, which were 
valued at more than £1,000, 
was jewellery given to her by 
her husband and late daughter, 
none of which had been 
recovered. 

In a statement, the victim 
said she worries about getting 
up in the night. 


She said: “I hate having to be 
locked in. I feel I am a prisoner 
in my own home now. Any 
noise I think is people coming 
to the door. 

“I worry in case they are 
going to hurt me. Nothing is 
the same any more and I worry 
if I should stay here.” 

Andrew Thompson, 

prosecuting, said the two 
burglaries Phillips, of The 
America, Sutton, pleaded 
guilty to were committed on 
the same night and the victim 
of the other, which took place 
in Trinity Avenue, Mildenhall, 
had pretended to be asleep 
when he realised two masked 
men were searching the room 
he was in. 

Mr Thompson said fishing 
tackle and a Blackberry Curve 
phone were stolen from the 
house along with keys to a car 
which was driven off and 
found on fire nearby. 

The court heard Phillips 
told police following his arrest 
he had become involved with 
two other men after travelling 


to Mildenhall and he 
accompanied them as they 
toured a housing estate for 
homes with open windows. 

Phillips said he had not 
entered all the properties and 
claimed alcohol and peer 
pressure had led to his 
involvement in the crimes. 

Julianna Tolan, mitigating, 
said Phillips had no previous 
convictions and the offences 
had been entirely out of 
character. 

She said: “It appears that he 
was being coerced by the 
others by virtue of peer 
pressure.” 

Miss Tolan said Phillips had 
since co-operated with the 
police to provide details of the 
others involved and he had not 
benefitted financially from any 
of the offences. 

The court heard six of the 
offences Phillips asked to be 
taken into consideration had 
been in Cambridgeshire and 
two in Mildenhall, all 
committed over a three-week 
period earlier this year.

SORRY, what was that? 
You’ve never had a 
hearing test? 

No, me neither. Hearing 
aid audiologist Jemima 
Phillpot sat me down in 
the Newmarket Hearing 
Care Centre’s base at 
the hospital on Friday 
and asked if I had any 
issues with my ears 
before handing me 
some hefty 
headphones. 

Sounds at different 
pitches and volumes 
were wired through and 
whenever I heard a 
beep or whistle, I 
pressed my clicker.

good working order but 
had they not been, 
another test would 
have worked out 
whether I had inner ear 
damage or whether 
something was 
stopping the sound 
getting through.

A DAD with a fear of heights 
has done a 200ft bungee jump 
in memory of a friend killed 
in a motorbike accident. 

Charlotte Tagg, who died at the 
Brighton Speed Trials, had been set 
to do the jump herself for St 
Nicholas Hospice Care during a 
charity event in Mildenhall on 
Sunday. 

Gary Watt, a friend of Charlotte 
and son of the landlords at the 
Maids Head pub which staged the 
fundraising event, did the jump in 
her place. 

Mr Watt, 35, said: “All that she 
did on the motorbikes and some of 
the charity work she did she did 
because she believed she should 
because there are people out there 
that can’t. 

“I saw it in the same way. She 
wanted to do the jump and so said 
I will do it because she can’t. That’s 
my memorial to her. I faced my 
fear.” 

Ms Tagg, 38, from Beck Row, had 
been travelling in the sidecar of a 
motorbike which crashed at the 
speed trials event on Saturday, 
September 8. 

Mr Watt said Charlotte, a mother- 
of-three, would do anything for 
anyone and had helped him set up 
his business, the Crazy Animal 
Show, with a friend after he 
suffered mental health problems. 

Had it not been for her and his 
family, he said, he would not have 
got through the last three years. 



He said: “She just gave me the 
inspiration, hand-holding, giving 
me the encouragement I needed. I 
had a full mental breakdown about 
three years ago. I’m an IT 
professional by trade. I came back 
from nothing and she showed me it 
could be done.” 

About 26 people bungee jumped 
during the event, including Dale 
King who also did as a tribute to 
Charlotte. 

A collection for the hospice 
charity was made in her honour 
and guests could visit creatures 
including lizards and snakes as 
part of the Crazy Animal Show 
which is designed to educate and 
entertain at schools, parties and 
other events. 

Gary said he also jumped for the 
people who he helped face their 
fear of spiders and snakes during 
phobia sessions at Sunday’s event 
which is believed to have raised 
more than £1,000 for the hospice 
charity.

CHEVELEY Parish Council 
reconvened on the evening of 
Tuesday, September 11, after a 
well-deserved summer break, 
providing much-needed respite for 
its councillors. 

To reinforce its commitment to 
better governance Cheveley Parish 
Council is pleased to report 
that it has now adopted its own 
code of conduct, based on the 
NALC recommended version that 
together with appropriate 
complaints handling procedures are 
statutory requirements under the 
Localism Act 2011. 

Cheveley Parish Council has 
adopted a much more rigorous 
code of conduct and complaints 
handling procedure than other 
parishes who have chosen district 
council versions. 

It should be noted that the relevant 
and only authority, with the 
exception of judicial 
involvement, in regards to 
complaints and any appeal process 


is now Cheveley Parish Council. 

The majority of complaints will 
continue to be handled as a matter 
of routine and resolved in an 
informal manner, but those that are 
referred for formal investigation and 
could lead to sanctions against the 
individual may require a cash bond, 
returnable subject to outcome(s), 
being lodged with the council. 

The bond will be used to defray 
expense in cases where it is 
established that complaints are 
mendacious and as a consequence 
expose the council to the charge(s) 
of maladministration as too 
many costs associated with civil or 
criminal remedy. 

Complainants should, therefore, 
take note that statements or facts 
knowingly provided in error or 
falsehood will lead to, at the very 
least, financial penalty. Such a 
measure has been approved by 
Cheveley Parish Council due to 
many instances of false allegations 
in the past year. Although proven 
unfounded, they have and 
continue to cost the council much 
in effort and time and, most 
importantly for the Cheveley 
ratepayers, money. The inability to 
control such practices under the 
previous code of conduct and 
complaints procedures 
operated by the district 
council will not apply 
under the new 
arrangements. Information 
on Cheveley's code of 
conduct ana how to make 
a complaint including 
downloadable forms will 
be provided on the 
council website 
www.cheveley-pc.org.uk in 
due course. 

It is hoped that Cheveley 
Parish Council will be able 
to draw a line under past 
problems and resistance to 
ositive change(s) that 
ave not only had a 
detrimental effect to the 
council but also within the 
community.

Mrs Tracey Peel, a long-serving 
volunteer member of the Big 
Society Loo Ladies, together with 
Mr John (Jack) Northwood were co¬ 
opted to Cheveley Parish Council at 
the EOM in June and the short 
meeting held in July, respectively. At 
the meeting this month Mr Phillip 
Tooth joined as the latest 
recruit to council and Cheveley 
Parish Council warmly welcomes all 
of its newest councillors. Any 
eligible Cheveley resident, who 
wishes to reinforce the positive 
activities now occurring within 
council and in the parish, is 
welcome to apply for the two 
remaining councillor vacancies. 
Details of the recruitment, selection 
and co-option procedures may be 
obtained from the clerk or from 
the parish website www.cheveley- 
pc.org.uk. 

With notable exceptions, 
councillors at the meeting 
volunteered for the roles, duties 
and responsibilities that are now 
required and the council looks 
towards the community for support, 
assistance with and appreciation of 
their voluntary and unpaid 
endeavours. A three-year street 
lighting maintenance contract was 
awarded to Balfour Beatty. 

The results of the Village Visions 
together with the Newmarket 
Fringe were discussed and it was 
unanimously agreed that, 
underpinned by adequate 
infrastructure and support in the 
preparation of a neighbourhood 
plan spearheaded by a designated 
councillor, the parish council will 
support modest sustainable growth 
in Cheveley in the next 25 years. 

Mr Richard Jackson provided an 
update from the Cheveley Pavilion 
Working Group (CPWG) 
concerning the initial drafts for a 
multi-functional community facility 
on the recreation ground. It is 
hoped that a public meeting for 
consultation with residents will 
follow shortly. 

In June and July, a grant was 
awarded to volunteers from the 


Duchess Park Residents' Association 
for a seating and planting scheme 
to commemorate the Queen's 
Jubilee. 

At the meeting, another grant was 
awarded to secure junior goalposts 
and the marking of a mini pitch at 
the recreation ground to encourage 
new use at the recreation ground. If 
anyone is interested in encouraging 
team sports at the recreation 
ground please contact Ian Jackson 
of the CPWG. 

With the continued absence of or 
any reports from district councillors, 
Cheveley Parish Council welcomed 
county councillor Mathew Shuter, 
who provided a useful update on 
county council initiatives, issues 
and matters. 

Elsewhere in the parish and over 
the summer break, maintenance 
was undertaken to remove 
grass overgrowing on the footpath 
at Brooke Stud Green. The 
Cheveley Parish Paths Partnership 
coordinator walked all the 
footpaths within the parish and 
found them to be in good order 
and the council thanks him and his 
wife for this continued service, as 
well as Darley and Cheveley Park 
Estates for their invaluable 
assistance in keeping these 
thoroughfares maintained and open 
for public use. 

The council purchased the two 
remaining red telephone phone 
boxes in the village for posterity 
and it is hoped that a competition 
may be arranged, perhaps with 
children at Cheveley Primary 
School, for alternative uses and 
creative exterior design suggestions 
- the best of which the parish 
council would hope to action. 

The next meeting of the parish 
council will be held on October 9 
in the pavilion, Cheveley recreation 
ground, at 7.30pm. Members of the 
public and press are cordially 
invited to attend.

Action group to combat 
threat of town flooding

AN ACTION group is 
being formed to tackle 
the problem of flooding 
after filthy water 
coursed through 
Newmarket homes 
earlier this year. 

Volunteers including 
William Gittus, managing 
director of the Jockey Club 
and Brigadier Cedric 
Burton, chief executive at 
Racing Welfare, have 
signed up for the group 
created to form and deliver 
a plan to manage the flood 
risk in the town. 

The group will meet for 
the first time early next 
month and also involves 
representatives of organ¬ 
isations including Anglian 
Water, the National 
Farmers’ Union and the 
county, town and district 
councils. 

People were invited to 
volunteer for the group at a 
public meeting held at 
Newmarket’s Memorial 
Hall by Suffolk County 
Council last Wednesday, 
which was attended by 
members of the Suffolk 
Flood Risk Management 
Partnership, made up of 
organisations including the 
council, Anglian Water and 
the Environment Agency. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, 
cabinet member for 



environment and property 
management at Suffolk 
County Council, told the 
News : “This is the first step 
in a long journey.

“We are not solving the 
problem today, it’s about 
bringing people together, 
recognising the issues 
surrounding the action 


plan, about what we can do 
to have a positive impact 
long term.” 

During the meeting, 
attempts were made to 
raise awareness of the issue 
of fly tipping and the 
reporting of it. 

There was also 
discussion about what 
people could do to prevent 
flooding and what was 
being done about the 
problem in the short term. 

Cllr Chambers said: “In 
the short term, it’s about 
actually making people 
aware of the issue and 
making sure they are 
prepared in the event of 
any flooding in the future.” 

Some residents in the 
town centre end of the 
Yellow Brick Road were 
forced to evacuate after 
water from an overflowing 
watercourse flooded into 
some homes and gardens in 
May this year. 

The flood risk in 
Newmarket had already 
been recognised and a 
study was in the pipeline, 
but the disaster meant the 
work was brought forward. 

Suffolk County Council 
said the flooding had been 
caused by the build up of 
rubbish dumped in the 
number one drain.

Wicken stallions show their wild side

THIS stunning photograph showing the rare 
sight of wild stallions sparring was captured 
on the wetlands of Wicken Fen. 

The nature reserve, which is owned by the 
National Trust, has a large herd of wild konik 
ponies, which are free to roam the beauty 
spot's 150 hectares. 

The koniks, which share many characteristics 
of the now-extinct tarpan, the original wild 
horse of Europe's forests, are one of the 
largest animals ever to be introduced to the 
UK and have been at Wicken Fen for some 
years, where their grazing helps manage the 
reserve. 

The picture also shows an adorable male foal 
which has just been born into the herd - 
although it will be some time before he is 
sparring. 

Carol Laidlaw, conservation grazing ranger at 
Wicken Fen, said: "The new male foal was 
born last week which is probably what has 
caused this. It's all about dominance and 
maintaining their position in the herd. 

"It is a pretty amazing sight to see two 
stallions fighting like this in Britain and it gets 
the heart racing. 

"It's something which you tend to see during 
the summer months, which is the main 
breeding season. A lot of the time the 
behaviour between the stallions is just 
ritualistic posing. 

"Sometimes the stallions are just playing and 
enjoying a bit of rough and tumble, but other 
times it could be a bachelor stallion 
challenging the dominant stallion. Usually one 
will back down but it can escalate and 
sometimes injuries do occur." 

Already this year there have been 14 foals 
born into the 60-strong herd. 

Carol added: "It's an ideal environment and 
the fact they are breeding so well shows they 
are happy and settled. 

"We have lots of visitors who come especially 
to see the koniks and will walk miles to find 
them." 

The primitive Polish breed, rarely taller than 
13 hands high, are wetland specialists with a 
hardy and robust character. 


Stinger police stop 
escaping burglar

A 72-YEAR-OLD who took 
up writing while battling 
crippling arthritis has 
released his first e-book 
about the horseracing 
industry set in Newmarket. 

Tony Young was almost 
confined to his bed or a 
wheelchair for about two years 
by rheumatoid arthritis and the 
father-of-one said he took up 
writing as something to do. 

Mr Young, who has lived in 
Newmarket for the last seven 
years, said: “That was the very 
first time in my life I was at my 
lowest because I couldn’t get out 
of bed. I thought I’m either going 
to lie here and rot or I’m going to 
do something.” 

New drug Enbrel became 
available to him in about 2004 
and put him back on his feet, 
and he is now writing for three 


or four hours each day. His 
bibliography includes scripts, 
short stories and he is already 
working on his second book. 

His first, Racing with the Devil, 
tells the story of drug trafficker 
Bobby Wilson who pours pots of 
ill-gotten cash into the 
horseracing industry. Bobby’s 
success brings him an 
aristocratic wife, a knighthood 
and Jockey Club membership 
but cash-flow problems threaten 
everything. 

The thriller’s protagonist 
would be extracted from the 
soup if his horse wins the Epsom 
Derby but a competitor 
submitted by his ex-wife, former 
lover and former trainer could 
ruin everything. 

Tony, who spent two years as a 
stable lad in Epsom before a 
growth spurt put paid to his 
dreams of being a jockey, said: 
“It’s about the racehorse 
business, there’s some real

Owners warned 
over more cases 
of dog disease 


SUSPECTED cases of a 
potentially lethal 
canine illness have 
been reported at every 
site being studied by a 
Kentford-based 
veterinary charity. 

Animal Health Trust 
scientists last month urged 
dog owners to be vigilant 
for signs of seasonal canine 
illness (SCI) which has 
killed dogs during the last 
three autumns, warning 
that they expected further 
cases from late August. 

And the charity has now 
revealed it has received 
reports of more than a 
dozen suspected cases of 
the illness from across its 
five study sites - including 
cases at each location in the 
last three weeks. 

Scientists at the charity 
say they cannot confirm 
whether there have been 
any fatal cases so far this 
year of the illness whose 
cause they are investigating. 


Charlotte Robin, SCI 
research co-ordinator at the 
Animal Health Trust (AHT), 
said: “We have had a great 
response to our online SCI 
questionnaire from dog 
owners with more than 200 
questionnaires completed to 
date. Of these, there have 
been 14 suspected cases of 
SCI reported to us. 

“These 14 cases are those 
which fit our case 
definition. There could, of 
course, be more cases that 
are occurring but have not 
been reported to us.” 

The investigation sites are 
in Norfolk’s Thetford Forest 
and Sandringham Estate, 
Suffolk’s Rendlesham Forest 
and two other locations in 
Nottingham which have all 
been previously affected by 
the illness, but the charity 
says dogs could be at risk of 
contracting SCI in any 
woodland in autumn. 

Ms Robin said: “We need 
dog owners to help us in 
two ways. Firstly, by 


completing our online SCI 
questionnaire - the more 
information we can gather 
through the questionnaires 
the better chance we have 
of identifying the cause of 
this mystery illness. 

“Secondly, we hope dog 
owners will help us to 
spread the word about SCI 
to other dog owners. 
Updates on social media, or 
dog walking forums or even 
a quick chat with dog 
owners you meet whilst out 
walking, will all help to 
minimise the impact of SCI 
in 2012.” 

Symptoms of SCI include 
vomiting, diarrhoea or 
lethargy typically occurring 
between 24 and 72 hours of 
walking in woodland in the 
autumn and the AHT said 
owners spotting these signs 
should seek veterinary 
advice immediately.

Man, 43, jailed for 
drunken assault 


A MAN has been jailed after twice 
breaching a suspended sentence 
imposed for attacking a woman. 

Gary Lockhart of Windsor Road, 
Newmarket, was told immediate custody 
was unavoidable by Judge John Devaux at 
Ipswich Crown Court on Friday. 

Lockhart, 43, was also sentenced for an 
incident as he left a party at a house in 
The Avenue, Newmarket on July 21 when 
he damaged a parked car. 

He pleaded guilty to causing criminal 
damage and breaching a suspended prison 
sentence imposed in December 2010. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, said Lockhart 
had kicked a car belonging to the sister of 
the party's host, causing a dent and 
scratches to the bodywork of the vehicle 
and a door handle to fall off. 

Mr Sadd said Lockhart, who was seen 
committing the offence, had been drinking 
and later told police he had been "very 


drunk". 

The court heard the suspended prison 
term had been imposed at Oxford Crown 
Court for an offence of assault causing 
actual bodily harm and a second of 
sexually assaulting a female. 

Lockhart had been sentenced to six 
months' imprisonment suspended for two 
years and was ordered to undergo a 12- 
month alcohol treatment programme. 

Mr Sadd said Lockhart had been 
drinking and had returned with a woman 
to her home where he began to shout 
abuse at her, grabbed her by the hair, 
punched her in the face and tried to 
remove some of her clothes. 

The first breach of that suspended 
sentence had been in February last year 
when Lockhart was sentenced by 
magistrates for two offences of battery. 

Jacob Edwards, mitigating, said the 
criminal damage offence occurred after 
Lockhart became angry someone was 


sitting on his brother's mobility scooter 
and was refusing to get off. 

Mr Edwards said: "He doesn't seek to 
minimise what happened that evening." 
He said Lockhart was now "ashamed and 
embarrassed" by his actions. 

The court heard Lockhart had reduced 
his alcohol intake and was in a responsible 
job with a firm of painters and decorators. 

Judge Devaux told Lockhart: "I have no 
doubt that when you are not under the 
influence of drink you are perfectly 
pleasant and can express remorse." 

But Judge Devaux said the aggravating 
factors that Lockhart had been drunk and 
it was the second breach of the suspended 
sentence meant only immediate custody 
was now appropriate. 

Lockhart was jailed a total of four 
months, two months for the criminal 
damage offence and a further two months 
by the activation of part of the suspended 
sentence.

THE headteacher of a 
Newmarket school catapulted 
out of special measures has 
shared her lessons on going 
from failing to first class. 

Sharon FitzGerald became the 
acting headteacher at Houldsworth 
Valley one year ago this month after 
the primary school was planted in 
special measures in January 2011. 

But results of an inspection 
published just before the summer 
holidays showed the school termed 
inadequate last year had 
leapfrogged satisfactory into good. 

Mrs FitzGerald told the News: 
“We have transformed Houldsworth 
Valley from a school that was 
failing to a good school where 
children make good progress which 
is quite an achievement 
considering the short amount of 
time, it was 10 months effectively 
which is all credit to the team.” 

The next challenge, she said, was 
to become outstanding. 

Mrs FitzGerald said morale was 
low when she and her deputy 
arrived. 

She added: “I felt like it (the 
school) had the weight of the world 
on its shoulders and it felt like it 
was in a hole and you couldn’t 
really see the light at the end. The 
children didn’t feel proud of their 


school and they do feel incredibly 
proud now.” 

She credits alterations to the 
fabric of the building with helping 
other changes happen. Walls were 
repainted a sunny yellow or a blue, 
brighter than their previous hue, 
and teachers were given more 
control over their classrooms to 
develop friendly places children 
enjoyed being in, for example, 
creating cosy reading areas 
populated with cushions. 

Mrs FitzGerald, who was made 
headteacher in February 2012, said: 
“It was just changing the colour 
and thinking about the spaces from 
a staff perspective. 


“We had a staff room that was 
quite small, you couldn’t have 
meetings in there, not everybody 
could sit down, there was nowhere 
to work, so it was also about 
investment in staff.” 

The staff room is now in a bigger 
room with tables to work at, 
somewhere to eat and enough seats 
for everyone. 

New resources and equipment 
were bought which meant the 
learning students did was more 
interesting and they also had more 
pride in their classrooms because 
they looked better and could see 
they were trusted with things. 

Mrs FitzGerald said: “From the 


children’s perspective, having new 
things to use it’s always nice. For a 
little while, they hadn’t had new 
things so it’s investing in them.” 

The school council was given a 
budget and could see they had an 
impact, she said, and they have 
tried to blend things the children 
are interested in into the 
curriculum. Parents have been 
invited in to see artwork as part of 
an effort to encourage relationships 
with home. 

Mrs FitzGerald said a message 
introduced early on in her tenure, 
‘The best for all - from each the 
best’, has helped to improve the 
school as well as having high 
expectations of yourselves and 
others at the school. 

Now Houldsworth has been lifted 
out of special measures, termly 
Ofsted monitoring inspections and 
interim visits from the Local 
Authority will be a thing of the 
past, but Mrs FitzGerald said the 
pressure is still on staff. 

She said: “They still feel that 
pressure or that responsibility but 
it’s different now, now it’s a 
different set of pressures. 

“It’s maintaining that good, it’s 
building on it to achieve that 
outstanding because it’s the best 
thing for the children, it’s the right 
thing for the community.” 

The school is holding an open 
day on Friday.

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Richard has focus on a 
special kind of magic

Despite being registered blind, Richard Morris is a brilliant magician, sings in a band and, 
at the age of 62, has just taken up Aikido. Here he tells his story of overcoming disability 
to ‘fit in with the world’. Interview by ALICE RYAN 


S EEING a magic 
trick performed 
at close quarters 
- shiny coins 
appearing and 
disappearing at will, 
just inches from your 
nose - is always 
impressive. But when 
the magician in 
question is registered 
blind, the feat 
becomes breath¬ 
taking. 

For Richard Morris, 
better known to his 
friends as ‘Rocky’, such 
sleight of hand is second 
nature. Despite having 
impaired vision since 
birth, and being declared 
blind in his early 40s, the 
62-year-old has been 
performing close-up 
magic since he was a boy 
- and even spent a spell 
as an escapologist, freeing 
himself Houdini-style 
from handcuffs, 
padlocked boxes and 
straitjackets. 

“Perhaps my most 
memorable escape was 
from a locked box with 
dynamite strapped to it; I 
did that at a pub in Ely 


and it attracted quite a 
crowd,” remembers 
Richard. “I was 
handcuffed, put into a 
sack which was chained 
and locked at the top, 
then put into the box, 
which was also 
padlocked shut. The 
dynamite was set to ignite 
when a timer reached 
zero; I made it out with a 
second to spare. 

“It must sound a bit 
crazy for a man with 
impaired sight to take up 
magic. But becoming a 
magician, in a way, has 
put me on an equal¬ 
footing with the rest of 
the world. When I was 
small I felt inferior to 
fully-sighted people 
because of all the things I 
couldn’t do, which they 
could do without 
thinking. Now I can do 
lots of things that most 
fully-sighted people can’t. 

“Recently I heard 
someone say ‘If some of 
us could fly, even Usain 
Bolt would seem 
disabled’ and I think 
that’s very true. No 
matter what your 
disability, you can find 
something you’re good at; 
something that makes 


you feel good about 
yourself.” 

Richard’s parents 
realised he had impaired 
sight when he was a baby. 
Noticing that his eyes 
didn’t latch on to faces or 
toys, they took him to the 
doctor and, after 
numerous tests, he was 
declared totally blind. 

At the time, not long 
after the war, Richard’s 
family was living in a 
Nissen hut on Ely Golf 
Course. A flight of five 
stone steps ran up to the 
front door. “One day, 
when I was a toddler, I 
took a tumble from the 
top to the bottom and 
banged my head pretty 
badly. Within a couple of 
days, my parents realised 
I was seeing things; it 
turned out part of my 
sight had come back.” 

Though this was an 
amazing breakthrough, 
Richard says his sight 
was still very poor - and 
began to deteriorate again 
almost straight away. By 
the age of 42, he was 
registered blind and given 
a guide dog; he still relies 
on a dog (currently a 
lovable yellow Labrador 
called Gaston, born and 


trained in Norway). 

He suffers from three 
separate conditions: 
nystagmus (uncontrolled 
eye movement, which 
makes it hard to focus), 
photophobia (extreme 
sensitivity to light) and 
severe myopia 
(shortsightedness). 

“Sitting here now, I can 
see shapes but I can’t see 
any detail, so I couldn’t 
tell you what all the 
shapes are. Because we’re 
in my own home, it’s 
obviously much easier to 
make out what’s what. 
But if I go outside, even 
on a dull day, my eyes 
can’t handle the light and 
I find it hard to see 
anything. The best time 
of day for me is actually 
dusk.” 

At the age of five, 
Richard was sent away to 
a specialist school. “My 
mother wasn’t that happy 
about it. But in lots of 
ways it was the best 
thing: there’s no way I 
would have coped in a 
class of 30, trying to see 
past rows of people to the 
blackboard.” 

It was during a school 
holiday, when Richard 
was 11, that a ‘daft uncle’ 
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came to stay - and 
introduced his young 
nephew to magic. “I’m 
one of six children, but I 
was the only one that 
really got hooked. He 
could do amazing things 
with a coin, a glass and a 
newspaper, and he also 
did this ‘mind reading’ 
number where he’d lay 
out objects on a table, 
leave the room and ask 
us to touch just one 
thing. He’d come back 
in, feel each object in 
turn, then say ‘It was that 
one’. To me, at 11, it was 
amazing - real magic.” 

Back at school, 

Richard took a slim 
volume out of the 
library: a guide to five 
sleights of hand, 
including famed 
vanishing technique the 
‘French drop’, he pored 
over it for a whole half- 
term holiday - then 
spent the next three 
months honing his skills. 

“Once you know the 
French drop, you can do 
a hundred tricks,” 
explains Richard, 
showing a lOp piece in 
his palm and then, quick 
as a flash, making it 
vanish into thin air. 
“That’s the French drop: 
it’s a classic. One thing I 
struggled with was 
looking guilty: I felt bad 
about pulling the wool 
over people’s eyes 
... in a way, you have to 
learn to be a criminal to 
be a magician.” 

For a painfully shy boy, 
discovering an aptitude 
for magic tricks was a 
revelation in more ways 
than one. “I couldn’t 
even chat up a girl until I 
was 30. Well, no, that’s 
not quite true . . . but I 
was horribly shy. I 
realised I could go into a 
room absolutely full of 
strangers, do a trick or 
two and suddenly a 
crowd would gather 
round me. I was still shy, 
but nobody knew it.” 

First pursuing a career 
as an engineer, latterly 
retraining as a 
telephonist, magic 
remained a serious 
hobby for Richard for 
decades. A huge fan of 
Houdini, he spent hour 
after hour teaching 
himself how to escape 
from knotted ropes, 
locked chains, handcuffs 
and a straitjacket. 

“My brother helped me 
a lot with that. At the 
beginning you need 
someone there to let you 
out if you can’t free 
yourself; I think I once 
spent 50 minutes 
wrapped in chains . . .” 

Physical fitness and 
dexterity are, adds 
Richard, key: “I have to 
say I wouldn’t attempt it 
now!” 

Coming from a 
musical family, Richard 
also learned sax and 
piano and took up 
singing: he is now lead 
singer of local band Time 
Machine, specialising in 
60s classics. Reading 
music is a struggle - 
Richard commits most

tunes to memory - but 
he can just about read 
lyrics if they’re printed 
out on a very large scale: 
“When we do gigs I put 
them on a stand in front 
of me; I think most 
people in the back row 
can read them . . .” 

Richard often cracks 
little jokes at his 
expense. “If you get in 
there first, it puts other 
people off having a go. 
When I was younger I 
have to admit I got into a 
few fights because of 
things people said that 
were supposed to be 
funny; nowadays I just 
tend to say ‘What’s the 
problem? At least I can 
read in the dark’.” 

Although Richard does 
read Braille, he says 
modern technology 
makes standard text far 
more accessible: even his 
iPhone has a handy 
zoom setting. 

Richard and his band 
are about to play at a 60s 
night at Huntingdon’s 
Montagu Club. Held both 
to raise cash for charity 
and give local people a 
good time, the event is 
the idea of his wife, 
Diane. The couple met in 
a pub, thanks to a 
previous guide dog - a 
black Labrador called 
Morris. “I went over to 
talk to the dog, got 
talking to Richard, and 
ended up falling in love 
with them both,” smiles 
Diane. “He really is 
amazing. He doesn’t let 
his disability hold him 
back at all: he’s 62 and 
just taken up Aikido.” 

Diane is a founder 
member of Huntingdon’s 
fundraising group 
Hullabaloo, which 
organises the town’s 
annual 10K run. The 60s 
night is their latest 
project. Raising funds for 
three charities - 
Hinchingbrooke Special 
Care Baby Unit, Young 
Carers and Huntingdon 
Community Radio - the 
aim is to sell over 200 
tickets. ‘As well as 


raising money for good 
causes, we want to bring 
really good 
entertainment to local 
people: the music will be 
fantastic, and it should 
get everyone dancing.” 

After being registered 
blind, in the early 90s, 
Richard admits he found 
it hard to get a job - and 
so decided to become a 
magician and performer 
full-time. A favourite at 
parties and charity 
nights, he has a wide 
repertoire of tricks up his 
sleeve and can even 
‘read’ minds. 

A signature trick, of 
his own invention, 
involves asking someone 
to flick through a pack of 
cards, alight on one and 
hold the image of it in 
their mind (while staring 
into his eyes). Next thing 
they know, Richard has 
vanished that one card - 
which then reappears 
under the chair they’re 
sitting on. “I can’t 
possibly tell you how 
that one works,” says 
Richard, with a definite 
twinkle. “To be honest I 
don’t quite know 
myself...” 

“My advice to anyone 
with a disability is ‘Find 
something you’re good 
at’,” Richard concludes. 
“It doesn’t matter what it 
is - music, painting, 
even magic. It will make 
people take you more 
seriously; it makes them 
realise that you are 
capable, that you can 
contribute to society. 

“The world’s not going 
to fit in with you, so you 
have to overcome your 
problems and fit in with 
the world.” 

The Hullabaloo 60s 
Night takes place on 
Saturday night at 
Huntingdon’s Montagu 
Club.

A COLLEGE principal has 
called for an independent 
inquiry into the grading of 
this summer’s GCSEs, 
claiming many of his 
students missed out on the 
grades they deserved. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr said 
there were at least 53 cases at 
Newmarket College where the 
change in grade boundaries in 
this summer’s English, maths 
and science GCSE papers 
meant students did not receive 
aC. 

And he believes results in 
other subjects at the school, 
including geography, have also 
been affected. 

Dr Cadwalladr said: “I’m 
angry for the students and I 
think they have been let down 
badly by an adult world which 
has given them a message that 
somebody can come around 
and change the rules and it 
means that the world doesn’t 
play fair with you.” 

Speaking of the exams sat at 
the college, he said students 
who needed a mark of 164 in 



INQUIRY: Dr Bob Cadwalladr 

January to achieve a C-grade 
English GCSE needed a score 
of 180 for the same result in 
June, for example. 

Dr Cadwalladr hopes there 
will be an independent inquiry 
and that grades for exams sat 
this summer in the core 
subjects will be awarded on 
the basis of the boundaries 
used at Christmas. 

He said: “Five years down 
the line, they will go for jobs 
and nobody is going to 
remember this was the year 
that 65,000 students missed 
out for no fault of their own.” 


Twenty-seven per cent of 
Newmarket College students 
gained five passes at grades A* 
to C, including English and 
maths, this summer. The target 
is 40 per cent which Dr 
Cadwalladr said the college 
would have met had the grade 
boundaries remained the same. 

Not reaching the floor means 
the Secretary of State for 
Education Michael Gove is 
able to intervene in 
Newmarket College and his 
options include shutting it. Dr 
Cadwalladr said there has been 
no suggestion of this but it 
would not have been an option 
without the boundary change. 
He said the college was a good 
school which was doing the 
right thing for its students. 

He said: “I know I have got 
hard evidence that if the grade 
boundaries had been the same 
as last year or even January we 
would be above the floor 
target. There would not be any 
question about whether 
Michael Gove could intervene 
or not and that introduces all 
the potential for turbulence 
into Newmarket College which 
should not be there.”

KILLING THEM SOFTLY 
certificate 18,1 h37m 

CRIME does pay and the price tag is 
your life in this slow-burning crime 
thriller based on the novel Cogan’s 
Trade by George V Higgins. 

Writer-director Andrew Dominik 
transplants the setting of the book 
from 1970s Boston to 2008 Louisiana, 
using the race for the White House 
between George W Bush and Barack 
Obama as a backdrop to the 
skulduggery. 

Low-level crook Johnny Amato 
(Vincent Curatola) learns that mob 
man Markie Trattman (Ray Liotta) 
staged a robbery at one of his own 
card games in order to steal the pot. 
So Amato hatches a cunning plan to 
rob another card game and point the 
finger of suspicion squarely at Markie. 

He hires Frankie (Scoot McNairy) to 
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pull off the heist, and he in turn 
recruits unreliable junkie Russell (Ben 
Mendelsohn) as a second gun man. 

Against the odds, Frankie and 
Russell manage to hold up the card 
game without accidentally shooting 
themselves or one of their hostages 
and they make off with the booty. 

Mob go-between Driver (Richard 
Jenkins) calls in hit man Jackie Cogan 
(Brad Pitt) to identify the perpetrators 
and make them pay. 

Naturally, Markie is the prime 
suspect for the robbery but Jackie 
I likes to be thorough and he searches 
1 for other likely candidates, hiring 
another assassin, Mickey (James 
Gandolfini), to do the dirty work. 

When Russell’s drug-addled loose 
lips spill the beans about who really 
knocked off the card game, Jackie 
swiftly moves into action. 


Killing Them Softly is punctuated 
with brilliantly orchestrated and stylish 
explosions of violence, including a 
breathtaking slow-motion car crash. 

Pitt delivers a strong performance 
as the director delves deep into the 
psyches of men who operate on the 
wrong side of the law. 

Indeed, the entire ensemble cast is 
in excellent form, including Gandolfini 
as a hit man who has allowed his 
penchant for booze and women to 
cloud his killing instinct. 

Unlike other film-makers who are in 
a hurry to get to the action set-pieces, 
Dominik allows conversations to 
breathe; veiled threats hang in the air, 
murderous glances are held 
uncomfortably long and every scene 
crackles with tension. 

And we teeter nervously on the edge 
of our seats for the entire 97 minutes.

Adding colour to 
our cooler months 


Y container tomatoes 
have blight, my summer 
bedding is bedraggled 
and all my pots are looking a bit 
forlorn - so there's no better 
time to cheer myself up with 
some bright winter candidates. 

Autumn and winter don't have to be 
dull if you have a patio and some pots, 
because even a pot or two of dainty 
violas or a mixture of heathers and red- 
berried evergreens or coloured stems 
will perk up any outside space. 

Autumn leaf colour can be 
spectacular if you plant one specimen 
Japanese maple in a pot, such as 
'Bloodgood'. 

Skimmia 'Rubella' can span three 
seasons, its fat red buds appearing in 
autumn and winter and finally opening 
in spring. Plant it alongside ornamental 
cabbages and kales, whose leaves 
provide a rich tapestry of vivid purples 
and pinks, and you can have a stunning 
container. 

When the sun becomes lower in the 
sky, arrange your pots in the sunniest 
comers near windows, where they can 
be seen from indoors and will provide 
mutual protection when it's really cold.

Plant containers in autumn with at 
least one long-lasting scheme, including 
such stalwarts as heuchera, ivy and 
skimmia. 

Seasonal accent plants including 
heather and chrysanthemum can also 
be slipped into the display and 
removed when you want to change the 
look, without disturbing the roots of the 
longer-lasting plants. 

When the first frosts arrive, faded 
heathers can be replaced by Skimmia 
japonica subsp. reevesiana, which will 
provide a profusion of red berries, 
while winter-flowering pansies and 
cyclamen will add colour to the 
arrangement. Permanent plants in pots 
- such as skimmia and heuchera - are 


pretty tough and fairly tolerant of 
weather conditions. Autumn-flowering 
chrysanthemums such as the compact 
'Carnival Bicolour' will bear masses of 
blooms in September, but will need 
deadheading regularly to prolong 
flowering. 

Plant them in multi-purpose compost 
with added John Innes and don't 
overdo the watering, keeping it limited 
to around once every two weeks, 
because waterlogged roots will just rot 
or freeze. 

If you want burnt oranges in autumn, 
choose double daisy-shaped 
chrysanthemums in deep bronzes and 
yellows massed in glazed terracotta 
pots. Contemporary brushed metal 
containers look great in autumn 
planted with deep purple or chocolate 
leaves of heucheras such as H. 
'Chocolate Ruffles' coupled with silver¬ 
leaved evergreens such as Convolvulus 
cneorum. Other great specimens for 
contemporary pots include the tropical- 
looking Fatsia japonica, with its 
gloriously glossy leaves, or with 
dramatic bamboos and ornamental 
grasses. Hanging baskets can be 
planted with an array of foliage plants 
which provide interest throughout the 
cooler months, including the Mexican 




orange blossom (Choisya ternata 
Sundance), whose bright yellow leaves 
contrast effectively with the dark foliage 
of Gaultheria mucronata, which bears 
brightly coloured berries in shades of 
white, pink, red or purple. 

Male and female plants must be 
grown together for fruit to form and it's 
a good plant for winter interest, 
combining well with other acid-lovers 
like heathers. 

Further colour could be added with 


violas and variegated euonymus, such 
as E. fortunei 'Emerald 'n' Gold'. 

Deadhead violas to promote a long- 
lasting display and ease out the stems 
of the gaultheria to expose the rich 
berries for all to see. Thinking ahead, 
you could also plant some dwarf bulbs 
in your display including irises, 
fritillaries and ipheions in pots, using a 
gritty, free-draining bulb compost, to 
add a welcome splash of colour and 
herald the start of spring.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.
